Will Barry Island’s 
beach huts be 
put out to tender? 


THE colourful beach huts at 
Barry Island may have 
brightened up the promenade 
as part of £2.9m regeneration 
scheme, but the ‘hut scheme’ 
is now the subject of 
controversy. 

The Vale Council managed the huts 
for the 2015 season, but is now 
considering whether a private operator 
would do a more effective job. 

If the recommendations of a report

setting out the options for the huts are 
agreed then they would be added to a 
package of concessions along the 
seafront currently out to tender. The 
package includes children’s rides, a 
bouncy castle and the hire of deck 
chairs. The issue has been referred to 
a Vale scrutiny committee for 
consideration.

Port Road: ‘take 
a look at Belgium’ 



letters recently 
about alterations 
on Port Road and 
the associated cycle 
route, a few years 
ago there was call 
for a dual 
carriageway to 
Cardiff Airport. 

Instead, the main 
road into Barry has been 
made narrower, despite 
the population of the 
town increasing 
significantly in recent 
years and Port Road 
becoming busier. 

The new bus lane has 
compounded this by 
there being an awkward 
‘kink’ in the road on the 
Wenvoe side of the 
roundabout. 

The road is so narrow 
at this point that passing 
lorries and buses have a 
very small gap between 
them when passing in 
opposite directions. 

I don’t think this 


short stretch of bus 
route will significantly 
improve journey times 
along Port Road. 

Surely it is only a 
matter of time before an 
accident happens at this 
point? 

Nervous small car 
drivers are ‘sandwiched’ 
by large vehicles there. 

The associated cycle 
route is used very 
rarely - cyclists prefer 
to use the main road, so 
they don’t have to keep 
stopping and 
dismounting at every 
road junction. 

I suggest the 
designers of this route 
go to Belgium and see 
how motorists 
approaching a main road 
give way to cyclists, and 
then to other drivers at 
the junction joining the 
main roads.

S OMEONE needs to challenge the 
lack of substance in the statements 
from Andrew RT Davies AM, 
regarding local government 
reorganisation.

Welsh council areas, including Cardiff; exclude 
house building and cycle paths and economic 
activity is poor in the Vale, compared to Cardiff. 

The dynamic capital city is a massive employer 
of people from our community; there are 20,500 
daily commutes from the Vale to Cardiff; fantastic 
facilities, shopping and entertainment venues. 

I believe we have far too many politicians in 
Wales, more than Scotland, which has almost twice 
the population; 60 Assembly members with strong 
hints that they believe more are required, and 47 
councillors in the Vale, which would be reduced to 
about 20 in a merged Vale/Cardiff council. 

Eight merged councils in Wales would equate to 
about half the number of councillors and an annual 
saving of around £12million on councillor 
payments alone.

I noticed the 
other day that a well known public footpath is 
about to be closed to make way for more houses 
at Rhoose Point. 

Where was the public consultation? While this 
footpath will probably be widened to provide 
gardens for these houses, the road in and out of 
Rhoose will creak and groan with all the extra 
traffic that these houses create; and no, building 
extra cycle lanes will not help, because as we all 
know there are many occasions when it is not 
practical to ride a bike (most cyclists are allergic 
to cycle lanes anyway!). 

This is just an excuse for developers to pull the 
green card and provide less off-road parking at 
their properties. 

Surely, if the developers are so keen to congest 
our village, they should be made to deliver on 
their promises and improve roads and the extra 
amenities that they always promise? 

Don’t local residents realise that our council 
tax rises year on year for all these diminishing 
services?

BEACH HUTS: 

‘Why the rush 
to a decision? 


1 WAS annoyed last 
week to learn that 
the Barry Island 
beach huts may be 
offered out to a 
private company to 
manage them, after 
only one year of 
operation, because 
they have lost just 
£215. 

The project cost over 
£3m, so you would 
expect some thought to 
have been given to the 
future management 
before the project began. 
There were certainly 
several comments on 
social media referring to 
management 
arrangements during the 
construction stage. 

I was heavily 
criticised by the Leader 
of the Vale Council, who 
claimed that I “showed a 
lack of understanding” 
when I wrote last year 
about spending so much 
money on the scheme at 
a time when cuts are 
being made. 

And now we find that 
people are not using the 
facility - 233 units hired 
over 12 months is hardly 
the success being 
repeatedly claimed by 
certain councillors. 

Over 12 months, that’s 
just a three per cent 
occupancy rate. 

The council are 


hoping to place the 
beach huts out to tender, 
parcelling them together 
in a package with the 
other activities on the 
Prom, which is bound to 
narrow interest from the 
private sector. 

Is there really a need 
to be rushing this 
decision through? Why 
not keep them running 
as they are and let 
schools and community 
groups use the empty 
ones for free? At least 
the taxpayer will get 
some value from this, 
instead of some 
commercial organisation 
profiteering off the back 
of taxpayers. 

I just cannot 
understand how our 
council justify spending 
millions on projects, 
then keep giving them to 
private companies to run 
for minimal rents. It 
happened with the steam 
railway, it happened 
with the leisure centres, 
and it’s now happening 
with the beach huts. 

Our council officers 
have a lot to answer for, 
and somebody needs to 
be held to account. 

Every year, we are 
told how cash-strapped 
the council is! How can 
we even believe a word 
of it with actions like 
this?

Resident’s sadness at 
disappearing wildlife 
on Cemetery Approach

A local man said he 
has been 
astonished to see 
the land either side 
of Cemetery 
Approach stripped 
away so completely 
with the 

consequent effect 
on wildlife. 

Gardens are planned, 
but Mr Bryn Evans (76) 
thinks it is an 
opportunity missed to 
the east side. 

Mr Evans, who lives 
just yards away from 
the tree-lined avenue 
that leads to the town’s 
cemetery, said: “They 
have cut 100 trees and 


bushes to the east and 
west of Cemetery 
Approach. 

“On the east side 
there was a wood. It 
would have been an 
ideal wildlife area with 
a path running through 
it, a pond, bird boxes 
and a classroom. 

“Local schools could 
have come up in the 
mornings to have nature 
sessions. They have cut 
down the trees and 
bushes without a 
thought.” 

Mr Evans said before 
clearance work got 
under way there was a 


plethora of wildlife - 14 
species of birds, bats, 
slow worms, newts, 
frogs, hedgehogs, foxes 
and squirrels - but now 
they have all gone. 

The land at Cemetery 
Approach was declared 
as ‘open space’ in 1953. 

He says he is 
“disappointed” that 
Barry Town Council 
and the Vale Council 
have missed out on an 
opportunity to provide 
something for the 
younger generation. 

CLEARANCE 

WORKS 

A spokewoman for 
Barry Town Council 
said it planned to hold 
an engagement event 
with the public and 
would be pleased to see 
Mr Evans there if he 
could attend. 

She explained: “The 
clearance works were 
carried out by the Vale 
Council and I am aware 
that it carried out all the 
appropriate studies prior 
to the work being 
carried out. 

“There are plans to 
encourage wildlife in 


the site once completed 
and also to work with 
schools and other 
organisations. 

“Barry Town Council 
is holding a public 
engagement event this 
Thursday, February, 25, 
between 3pm and 8pm 
in the Glamorgan Suite 
at the Memorial Hall 
and Theatre and I am 
sure that if Mr Evans 
were to attend, 
councillors would be 
happy to discuss these 
issues further with him. 

“The plans for the 
site will be on display 
for members of the 
public to view and 
comment on and Barry 
Town Council is keen to 
get views and opinions 
from members of the 
public on how the 
proposed gardens and 
buildings could be used 
in the future.” 

IMPACT 

Vale Council cabinet 
member Coun Gwyn 
John, said the site had 
been cleared in October, 
adding: “The Vale of 
Glamorgan Council 
takes great care to 
ensure that such work 
does not impact 
negatively on wildlife. 

“The clearance work 
was only approved after 
a full ecology report 
was compiled. The 
report found there 
would be no significant 
impact on bats or birds. 
Special care was taken, 
however, to mitigate the 
impact on newts and 
slowworms.” 

Coun John urged 
local people interested 
in Cemetery Approach 
to attend the town 
council’s public event 
on Thursday. 

“I would encourage 
all local residents who 
would like to know 
more, or who wish to 
share their views on the 
future of the site, to 
attend.”

Penarth RNLI race 
to rescue of crew 


VOLUNTEERS with Penarth 
RNLI had their Valentine’s 
Day plans disrupted this week 
when a fishing boat hit trouble. 

Penarth RNLI volunteer crew 
members were paged at lunchtime on 
Sunday (February 14) to attend to the 
small fishing boat which had lost 
steering and was drifting in rough seas 
at Lavemock Point. 

The station’s Atlantic 85 lifeboat 
Maureen Lilian was launched soon 
after 1.50pm into force 4-5 wind 
conditions and quickly located the 
small fishing boat. 

Despite the rough sea conditions the 
lifeboat crew managed to manoeuvre 
the inshore lifeboat close enough to the 
casualty vessel to transfer two crew 
aboard and attach a tow line. 

Once secured and made safe, the

SOFA-SURF DURING THE WEEK 
AND CAMP OVER WEEKENDS 


THE scarcity of 
housing, even in the 
Vale, has been 
illustrated by the 
fact that a homeless 
Barry mother and 
her 17-year-old son 
had to ‘sofa surf’ 
during the week 
and camp over the 
weekend! 

It is experiences like 
this that have inspired 
the ‘Homes for Wales’ 
campaign which brings 
together people who 
believe everyone has a 
right to an affordable 
home to call their own. 

Fiona and Ryan 
Adkins from Barry 
became homeless last 
summer and struggled to 
find a home that met 
their needs. 

Up until July, Fiona 
and Ryan had lived in 
their privately rented 
two bedroom home in 
Barry for 16 years, but 
their world changed 
when her landlord 
decided to sell the 
property. 

With nowhere to go 
they both ‘sofa-surfed’ 
with friends during the 
week and went camping 
at weekends. Fiona (36) 
even managed to 
continue to work full 
time during this period. 

Fiona explained: “It 
was incredibly stressful, I 
didn’t know where we 
would stay at night. All 
our possessions were in 
storage and it became 


increasingly difficult to 
keep the things we had 
dry while we were 
camping during the wet 
summer we were 
having.” 

Five weeks later with 
no suitable rental 
accommodation within 
her budget, she contacted 
the Vale Council 
homeless department and 
was housed in temporary 
accommodation for 
nearly four months until a 
vacant property became 
available. 

Fiona said: “Due to the 
housing crisis in Wales 
there simply aren’t 
enough properties for 
everyone. It is expensive 
to privately rent and 
buying a home is out of 
the question. 

“I ideally wanted a 
house with a garden 
which is what I had 
previously but there 
aren’t enough houses out 
there. 

“I stayed in the 
temporary flat for nearly 
four months until a two- 
bedroom flat was found. 
Unfortunately it doesn’t 
have a garden and is up a 
few flights of stairs. This 
isn’t great for my 
arthritis. 

“I wish that there was 
more choice for people in 
Wales to live in the area 
that they want, to choose 
a property that suits them 
and with features that 
they need. That’s why I 
am supporting Homes for 
Wales - to ask the Welsh 
Government to end the 


housing crisis.” 

The Homes for Wales 
campaign has been set up 
to ensure that housing is a 
key political issue in the 
National Assembly for 
Wales elections. 

HOUSE PRICES 

Since 2008, house 
prices have risen by 16 
per cent; last year 5,070 
households were accepted 
as homeless; currently 
152,000 people aged 20 
to 24 years old still live at 
home. 

Homes for Wales is an 
a-political coalition 
campaign led by seven 
organisations - 
Community Housing 
Cymru Group, Chartered 
Institute of Housing 
Cymru, Shelter Cymru, 
Welsh Tenants, Home 
Builders Federation, 
Residential Landlords 
Association, and the 
Royal Town Planning 
Institute. 

Stuart Ropke chief 
executive of Community 
Housing Cymru (CHC) 
and spokesman for 
Homes for Wales said: 
“The housing crisis is not 
just about homes, it’s 
about people and there 
simply aren’t enough 
affordable homes for 
those who need them. 

“Homes for Wales has 
been set up to speak with 
one voice and to call on 
the next Welsh 
Government to commit to 
publishing an ambitious 
plan for housing as part 
of the new programme of 
government, one that sets

out how they will end the 
housing crisis in Wales.

‘POSITIVE’ 

Local AM Jane Hutt 
told The GEM the Welsh 
Government supports the 
campaign’s aim of 
making housing a more 
prominent issue in Welsh 
politics. 

“We are investing 
£400 million in 


affordable homes and I 
recently announced, as

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Forum social 
secretary tells 
of Kilimanjaro 
climb in 1962 


THE chairman 
welcomed three 
new members Jeff 
Phillips, Clive 
Hoskin and Tony, 
before Barry Men’s 
Forum’s social 
secretary, Alan 
Morgan, related his 
experience of 
climbing the second 
highest peak in 
Africa in 1962, 
which had been 
first conquered in 
1889. 

At the time, the 
mountain, an old 
volcano that has not 
erupted for 150,000 
years, was a far more 
daunting expedition 
than it is today - with 
the facilities, food and 
tents arranged now 
provided at the staging 
posts. 

Alan related how the 
12-strong Army team 
undertook serious 
physical training prior 
to the event, and then 
only 10 of them reached 
the summit. 

The expedition 
started on the equator, 
where they set off with 
a support team in Land 
Rovers, proceeding 
through the cultivated 
areas before abandoning 
the vehicles. 

Hiking through the 
rain forest, they were at 
close quarters with 
virtually all the large 
African game, which he 
photographed and 


illustrated his talk. 

They had selected the 
Marago route, one of 
seven, which is the 
shortest, as their leave 
was restricted, due to 
ceremonial duties they 
had to return for. The 
members carried all 
their equipment and by 
today’s standards it was 
very basic. They took 
no tents, fed on Army 
compo rations and wore 
smocks. 

Averaging climbs of 
10 miles a day through 
extreme heat and low 
temperatures, which 
dipped to -20 degrees, 
they finally reached the 
peak at 5,895 metres - 
elated that altitude 
sickness had not 
stopped them.

Resident’s concern at 
‘near miss’ at the Gileston 
and St Athan junction 


A Gileston mother has told 
The GEM about a ‘near miss’ 
she and her son experienced 
on the B4265 main road 
junction that leads to St Athan. 

Heather Sawyer said an articulated 
lorry missed her by feet after it was 
forced into taking evasive action. 

The Vale Council told The GEM it 
has “significantly” improved the 
junction and nearby bus stop. 

Heather explained: “Local residents 
are running an on going campaign to 
make the St Athan Junction safe. 

“I would like the Vale Council and 
Councillor Gwyn John to know about 
a recent experience, with photographic 
evidence, that my son and I had on the 
morning of January 25 - during our 
‘brave it to the bus stop’ walk. 

“We were standing patiently 
waiting to cross the junction, on foot. 
Only to look to our right and see an 
artic lorry mounting the grass verge 
and veering back onto the road. 

“It was seven feet, yes seven feet, 
from where we were standing. 

“Both shaken, we eventually 
crossed the road .The reason the lorry 
had taken this action was to avoid 
colliding with three cars waiting to 
turn right in the middle of the road 
which would have ended in carnage. 

“My son Scott was not really aware 
of the severity of the incident and went 
off to school, but I on the other hand 
was shocked and angry in equal 
measure. 

“So the next day we proceeded on 
the same journey, but by car, thinking 
it would be a safer option, only it 
wasn’t. 

As we crossed the junction, we 
were met in the middle of the road by 
a car trying to turn right. “So this left 
us grid-locked in the middle of the 
road with cars approaching us from 
either side travelling at 40 to 50 mph! 

“Again a very near miss. The other 
car was also carrying children on their 
way to school. Luckily the on-coming 
cars on both sides stopped in time to 
avoid another serious collision.” 

Mrs Sawyer said she had recently 
received a “very long winded” letter 
from Coun John stating that the 
council had conformed to the very 
rulebook and “that was the end of the 
matter as far as they were concerned”. 

Mrs Sawyer said: “Well, we beg to 
differ. Coun John also said the police 
or Fire Service have not been to any 
accidents at the junction in the last five 


years. They were in attendance for two 
accidents the week after the junction 
was ‘made safer’. So the council 
should get its facts right. We know the 
funding is there because a new 
crossing has been created on Llanmaes 
Road in Llantwit Major, 
approximately 200 metres from 
another light aided crossing on a 
30mph road. 

“Lastly, I’d like council to explain 
to me and the other campaigners how 
they expect children and disabled 
people to cross a road, with traffic 
travelling in excess of 40mph, 
unaided. 

“You may have obeyed by all the 
rules and regulations on paper, but 
believe me from personal experience 
and evidence they are not working! 

“There is going to be a fatality or 
fatalities at this junction, but the 
council has got the power to prevent 
this.”

Last September, The GEM reported 
how residents were demanding safety 
improvements to the junction after 
another local person was almost 
knocked over at the junction making 
her way from Gileston to St Athan. 

Local residents think three safety 
options should be under consideration 
- traffic lights, a reduction in the 
speed limit from 40mph to 30mph or a 
speed camera. 

Coun Gwyn John, cabinet member 
for visible services and leisure, said: 
“The Vale Council has used S106 
contributions from developers to 
significantly improve the junction and 
nearby bus stop. By improving the 
lighting and traffic island we have 
made the highway safer for 
pedestrians. 

“Prior to these works being 
undertaken a detailed traffic 
assessment was carried out and the 
improvements made were in line with 
the findings of this report. 

“The council has no record of any 
collisions at this junction since the 
improvement works were carried out 
but will now investigate those that Mrs 
Sawyer mentions.” 

Coun John added: “We remain 
confident, however, that the 
improvements already made are 
sufficient to ensure the safety of all 
road users. Further to this our most 
recent traffic data shows that the level 
of compliance with the speed limit to 
be high.” 


Kayaker helped by 
Barry Dock lifeboat 



BARRY Dock RNLI lifeboat 
was called out to assist a 
kayaker at Cold Knap on 
Tuesday, February 16. 

The kayaker had capsized and called 
the coastguard for help. The 
coastguard asked the RNLI lifeboat to 
respond to the emergency and so the 
volunteer crew launched its all- 
weather lifeboat and a smaller D-Class 
lifeboat at 2.36pm. 


On arrival at the scene, it was clear 
that the kayaker had managed to get 
ashore and was safe with the shore 
based coastguard team. A lifeboat 
crew member was landed on the beach 
to assist but soon returned to the boat 
and returned to the station with his 
crew mates. 

An RNLI spokesperson said: “If you 
are in trouble in the sea, or see 
someone who is, call 999 and ask for 
the coastguard.”

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Dinas Probus Club hears a tragic 
World War 2 tale of retribution 


AT the recent 
meeting of Dinas 
Powys Probus 
Club, the guest 
speaker was Dilwyn 
Samuel from Dinas 
Powys, and the title 
of his talk was 
‘Lidice’. 

He gave a vivid 
account of the 
background to the 
destruction of the village 
of Lidice in the Czech 


Republic, and the 
massacre of its 
inhabitants in 1942 by 
the Nazis, as a reprisal 
for the assassination of 
Reinhard Heydrich. 

The assassins were 
Slovak and Czech 
soldiers, Jozef Gabcik 
and Jan Kubis, who 
were part of a British- 
trained team of 
parachutists sent by the 
Czechosovakia 
government-in-exile in 
‘Operation Anthropoid’. 


Heydrich had been 
acting Reichsprotektor 
of the Nazi Protectorate 
of Bohemia and 
Moravia since 1941, this 
being the former 
Czechoslovakia, 
occupied by the Nazis 
since April 1939. 

Heydrich is widely 
regarded as being brutal, 
even by the standards of 
his inhuman Nazi 
contemporaries; Hitler 
referred to him as the 
man with “a heart of

iron . 

He was responsible 
for special task forces 
for seeking out and 
neutralising resistance to 
the Nazis. After his 
arrival in Prague in 
1942, he instigated a 
‘reign of terror’ and 
became known as the 
‘Butcher of Prague’. 

On May 27, 1942, the 
day of the assassination, 
the events were a 
pantomime of errors. 
Gabcik’s sten gun 
jammed as he was 
aiming at Heydrich’s 
car; Heydrich ordered 
his driver to stop and 
stood up in the car with 
his pistol which 
wouldn’t fire (not even 
loaded according to his 
driver); Kubis threw a 
grenade which wounded 
both of them; and 
Heydrich ordered his 
driver to pursue the 
fleeing assailants. 

Heydrich refused to 
be operated on by non- 
German doctors, and 
died from septicaemia 
on June 4, caused by 
pieces of clothing and 
upholstery having 
entered his body when 
the bomb exploded. 

The enraged Hitler 
commanded that any 
village found to have 
harboured the assassins 
was to be destroyed, all 
adult men to be shot, all 
women transported to 
concentration camps, 
and also all the children 
not selected for 
Germanisation. 


Lidice was chosen, 
although without 

justification. 

Gabcik, Kubis and the 
other parachutists 
remained hidden in the 
crypt of the Church of 
Saints Cyril and 
Methodius until June 18, 
1942, when they were 
betrayed, and attacked 
by the Gestapo and SS. 
They used their last 
bullets to commit 
suicide to avoid capture. 

In 1943, the British 
Government 
commissioned a film to 
be made about the story 
of Lidice; it was directed 
by Humphrey Jennings 
and called The Silent 
Village. It was made in 
Cwmgiedd in the 
Swansea Valley, all the 
acting being done by 
local people. 

Dil could point out 
many members of his 
own family among the 
cast. This brought the 
tragic tale to an end. 

The club members 
present were 

enthusiastic in their 
gratitude to Dil for an 
excellent talk.

sunshine to enjoy the delights of forest 
walking. 

First on broad gravelled tracks 
followed by muddy steep paths on the 
descent to cross the Nant Gwyddon 
and a chance to examine the 
picturesque form of frost called 
Feather Frost, which is made up of 
curled ice filaments growing on 
waterlogged wood and something of a 
rare find. 

After negotiating their way through 
an unexpected assault course of newly 
felled trees completely blocking the 
path, a gradual climb in warm 
sunshine through Craig y Trwyn and 
Craig Pant-glas led them onto open 
moorland and into a cool breeze and 
approaching the radio masts on 
Mynydd Twyn-glas, a ditch on the 
moor came in handy to shelter for 
some lunch.

Winter pressures 
sees big increase 
in hospital patients 

EMERGENCY and urgent care services 
in Cardiff and the Vale have seen a rise in 
patients as they cope with winter 
pressures. 

The number of patients attending the emergency 
unit (EU) at University Hospital of Wales (UHW) 
increased by 13 per cent in January, compared to last 
year. 

“A total of 5,310 patients attended the UHW 
emergency unit in January. The greatest increase 
was seen in patients attending with minor injuries. 
The team also dealt with a significant rise in the 
number of seriously ill patients, dealing with up to 
five major trauma cases in one day,” a spokesperson 
said. 

The GP out of hours service saw a five per cent 
increase of more than 11,500 calls in January alone. 


Drakeford and I visited 
Llandough Hospital last 
week, we saw the fruits 
of our £8 8m 
investment in the new 
centre, which will 
provide world-class 
facilities and care for 
people with mental 
health needs, as services 
move from Whitchurch 
Hospital to Llandough. 

We also saw the 
fruits of our investment 
in the cystic fibrosis 
centre, which provides 
first-class treatment for 
people with cystic 
fibrosis throughout 
Wales. 

It is treating 
increasing numbers as 
people live longer 
thanks to new drugs and 
new treatments and 
access to life¬ 
transforming 
transplants. 

It was great to be 
there with the Health 
Minister discussing 
Cardiff and Vale 
University Health 
Board's plans to expand 
the cystic fibrosis 
centre, to provide more 
beds and services and 


urging it to bring them 
forward. The Welsh 
Government has 
earmarked finance for 
the expansion and the 
centre has a brilliant 
fundraising campaign to 
support the plans. 

The Welsh 
Government budget 
also included £21m 
more funding for social 
services next year, and 
the intermediate care 
fund, which helps to 
integrate health and 
social care, will rise to 
£60m next year, thanks 
to increased investment 
by the Welsh 
Government. 

Our investment in 
social care is vital and I 
was privileged to 
present long service 
awards at College 
Fields care home in 
Barry this week to 
members of staff who 
have reached their 
landmarks of 10 and 15 
years of loyal service in 
social care. 

During our time at 
Llandough Hospital, the 
Health Minister and I 
met healthcare staff - 


nurses, junor doctors, 
porters, skilled staff 
from pathology and 
surgical teams, 
midwives and 
administrators - to talk 
about our approach to 
negotiating the pay and 
conditions of NHS staff 
as well as working in 
partnership with staff. 

I am very proud that 
in Wales, we pay the 
living wage to NHS 
staff and junior doctors 
did not go on strike in 
Wales - we will not be 
imposing a new 
contract on junior 
doctors, as the UK 
Government is doing in 
England. 

The Health Minister 
told staff at Llandough 
that the Welsh 
Government is 
investing £85m in the 
next generation of 
healthcare professionals 
and that the numbers of 
nurse training places in 
Wales next year will be 
the highest ever since 
devolution. 

There will also be 
increases in training 
places for other staff, 


including 
physiotherapists, 
radiographers, 
healthcare support 
workers and clinical 
scientists. 

He said: “Highly- 
trained staff are the 
heart of the Welsh 
NHS - this £85m 
investment will go 
towards developing the 
next generation who 
will provide healthcare 
to the nation. 

“This investment is 
based on what NHS 
organisations have told 
us they need to 
maintain services. 

“Despite the financial 
pressures faced during 
recent years, we have 
continued to invest in 
education and training 
for health professionals 
in Wales. This year is 
no exception.” 

The respected 
Organisation for 
Economic Co-operation 
and Development 
(OECD) reported 
recently on the quality 
of healthcare in Wales, 
Scotland, England and 
Northern Ireland. It 


concluded that quality 
is at the heart of the 
Welsh NHS and patient- 
centred care is a major 
priority. The two-year 
independent study also 
found that “no 
consistent picture 
emerges of one of the 
UK’s four health 
systems performing 
better than another”, 
even though the OECD 
acknowledges Wales 
faces unique challenges 
because of the larger 
proportion of older 
people and children in 
the population - both of 
whom tend to rely on 


NHS services. 

Welsh Government 
funding for health and 
social services is the 
highest it has ever been 
with a record £6.7bn 
invested this financial 
year, rising to £7bn in 
2016-17 - the UK 
Government’s own 
figures show Wales 
spends more per person 
on health and social 
care than in England. 

A fairer, better Wales 
needs to be a healthier 
Wales, a more resilient 
and skilled Wales 
leading to a more 
prosperous Wales.

Welsh Conservative 
leader backs Brexit 

-BUTHIS VALE 
COLLEAGUE TAKES 
THE OPPOSITE VIEW 


THE divided nature of the 
Conservative Party over the 
EU referendum has been 
illustrated by the differing 
opinions of two of the party’s 
big Welsh hitters. 

Earlier this week, the Prime 
Minister crossed swords with Boris 
Johnson in the House of Commons. 
Johnson believes the European 
Union deal isn’t substantial enough 
for him to vote in. 

Andrew RT Davies, the leader of 
the Conservatives in Wales, agrees 
and told The GEM: “In June voters 
will have a say on Britain’s future 
in the European Union for the first 
time in more than a generation. 

“Thanks to the Conservatives, 
the future of our relationship with 
Europe will then be placed in the 
hands of the people - not 
politicians. 

“After a great deal of 
consideration I have decided that I 
will be voting for Britain to leave 


the EU. 

“It is my belief that our future 
will be best served as part of a 
looser, economic relationship with 
the European Union.” 

But Vale MP and Welsh Minister 
Alun Cairns, who admits he is no 
fan of the European Union, says he 
will vote to stay in. 

He explained: “In the 2015 
general election I stood on a 
manifesto commitment to deliver a 
referendum on EU membership. 
We have delivered on that promise. 

“Voters in the Vale and across 
the United Kingdom will have the 
opportunity to make their decision 
on June 23. 

“I am no fan of the European 
Union and the bureaucracy it 
imposes. After careful 
consideration, however, I have 
decided to vote to remain as I 
believe an exit would lead to 
uncertainty at a critical time for 
our economy.” 


Speaker recalls 
Vale air disaster

ON Sunday, March 
12 1950 at around 
3pm an Avro Tudor 
chartered 
passenger aircraft 
crashed in the Vale 
of Glamorgan near 
the village of 
Siginstone. 

The aircraft was only 
yards from the runway 
at Llandow airfield - its 
destination. The 
casualty count was 80 
persons, 75 of whom 
were rugby supporters 
returning from seeing 
Wales win the Triple 
Crown for the first time 
in 37 years, and the five 
members of the crew. 
Remarkably, there were 
three survivors of what 
was, at the time, the 
world’s worst civilian 
air disaster. 

In 1990, the local 
award-winning TV 
producer Don Llewellyn 
was invited to make a 
40th anniversary 
documentary about this 
disaster. 

On Friday, March 4, 
nearly 66 years later, 
Don will be talking to 
the Penarth Aviation 
Society about the 
disaster and his part in 


making the 
documentary and how 
he chose to highlight the 
stories from relatives of 
the deceased, rather than 
just concentrating on the 
crash itself (the cause of 
which is still a matter of 
speculation). 

He was able, as a 
result of the programme, 
to pressure the local 
authorities to place a 
memorial in Siginstone 
to those perished in the 
tragedy.

The group are tasked 
with pulling off an 
ambitious heist, 
involving the murder of 
a cop (played by Casey 
Affleck), the ‘triple 9’ 
of the title, that can be 
performed when the 
police rush to the 
murder scene. However, 
all does not go to plan, 
and soon allegiances 
and relationships are 
tested... 

It appears that in the 
world of film, there are 
very few decent police 
officers around; after 
all, the number of films 
made about corrupt, 
‘dirty’ cops far 
outweighs the ones 
made about good, 
honest and decent men 
with a badge. 

So Triple 9 is hardly 
breaking any new 
ground with its story of 
police officers working 
alongside criminals, yet 
can such a shopworn 
narrative yield anything 
fresh and exciting? 

The answer is, 
unfortunately, no - a 
surfeit of wonderful 
actors failing to 
energise what is a rather 
dull and un-engaging 
film that, given the 
talents of those involved 
in front and behind the 
camera, feels like a 
missed opportunity. 


It starts so well, a 
bank heist that wastes 
no time in picking up 
pace delivered with skill 
and dexterity; but what 
unfolds after this, bar 
another couple of well- 
realised heist sequences, 
is a rather rote and 
lifeless story that not 
even this stellar cast can 
rescue. 

Given the ensemble 
nature of the film, 
there’s a raft of 
performances, some of 
which are merely 
extended cameos with 
little or no substance 
(Norman Reedus, Gal 
Gadot), and some of 
which just fail to land. 

The problem is we’ve 
seen these actors in 
these situations before, 
the casting feeling 
predictable, and even if 
the likes of Chiwetel 
Ejiofor, Casey Affleck, 
Anthony Mackie, 

Woody Harrelson and 
Aaron Paul offer up 
decent turns, there’s 
nothing here that's new 
or different (Paul in 
particular is merely 
channelling his 
Breaking Bad character 
without the wit). 

Even those who are 
playing against type to a 
degree, like Kate 
Winslet’s Russian mafia 
boss, don’t really 
resonate, feeling a little 
too arch and trying too 
hard. With so many 
characters, there’s not 
one performance that 


stands out, hardly a 
criticism of an 
ensemble, but there’s 
nothing overly 
memorable to see either. 

John Hillcoat has 
delivered a pretty solid 
CV thus far in his 
career, but this is a film 
that is oddly lacking in 
his distinctive visual 
sense and tone. While 
the film shares the 
bleakness that has been 
a key component of his 
work so far (there are 
very few smiles cracked 
in this film), it doesn’t 
feel like a John Hillcoat 
film. 

Instead, it draws its 
inspiration seemingly 
from no end of better 
films that skirt around 
the same subject matter, 
whether it’s Training 
Day or any of David 
Ayer’s Los Angeles-set 
police films like Harsh 
Times, End of Watch or 
Street Kings. 

Six years ago, this 
script was included in 
‘The Black List’, 
Hollywood’s list of the 
best unmade scripts. 

You can only think that 
its journey from page to 
screen was not as was 
intended, as it seems 
hard to believe that 
something that sticks so 
close to what has gone 
before in terms of this 
genre would be given 
such high praise. 

While the initial 
concept is interesting in 
itself (the murder of a 


policeman, means that 
all available police 
would chase down the 
perpetrator, meaning a 
window of time for a 
heist to take place), it 
hasn’t been fully 
realised into a film with 
any great depth. As a 
result, Triple 9 makes 
for a thankless film. 


VERDICT: Given 
the raft of talent, Triple 
9 should be a 
coruscating and hard¬ 
hitting thriller. 

In actuality, it’s a 
film that feels all too 
predictable, with 
cardboard cut-out 
characters brought to 
life by actors who try 


their best but just end 
up playing to type. John 
Hillcoat’s direction 
lacks his distinctive 
mark, and overall this is 
a film that just feels 
lacklustre. 
Disappointing.

1 WOULD like to 
use my 
February 
column to publicly 
offer my sincere 
thanks to those 
community groups 
in Dinas Powys, 
Sully, Wenvoe, St 
Athan and Rhoose, 
who have come 
forward and 
worked with the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Council to develop 
business cases that 
could secure the 
future of their local 
libraries. 

The council has been 
working with these 
groups since May 2015 
to help them prepare to 
take over the running of 
their local libraries. 
Their enthusiasm 
throughout the process 
has been a significant 
factor in driving the 
project forward - and it 
is due largely to their 
energy and commitment 
that we are now at a 
point where the legal 
agreements to transfer 
the libraries to their 
community can be 
drawn up. 

It has been nearly two 
years since the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council 
agreed the strategy to 
establish a sustainable 
library service for the 
county. 

A great deal of work 
has been undertaken 
during this time to make 
sure that not only are 
these five libraries 
transferred to the right 
groups within the 
community, but also that 
these groups are in a 
position to develop the 
libraries to cater to the 
specific needs of their 
communities. 

For the last eight 
months, we have been 
working with the five 
groups to help them 
develop their plans for 
the libraries and have 
provided them with both 
training and support. 

If the transfer of the 
libraries is now able to 
go ahead, as everyone 
involved intends, the 
council will support 
them by spending up to 
£100,000 on upgrading 
the five buildings and 
helping the five 
community groups to 
begin running them for

WILL THE BEACH HUTS 
BE PUT OUT TO TENDER?

Vale cabinet member Gwyn 
John, explained: “The new beach 
huts proved to be very popular 
last summer, especially as the 
season progressed and the buzz 
around the new-look Barry Island 
grew. 

“Our goal remains for the huts 
to be enjoyed by as many visitors 
to the resort as possible. We also 
need to ensure that the huts 
generate enough money to cover 
their ongoing maintenance. 
There are a number of options for 
how best we could do this and the 
discussions at cabinet and 
scrutiny over the coming weeks 
will allow us to determine which 
is best for Barry Island.” 

The Island attracts 360,000 
visitors each year, and has a total 
economic impact of £12.7 
million. A total of 233 beach hut 
bookings have been made since 
Easter 2015, generating over 
£8,000 of income. 

The Vale Council believes that 
as the operating costs of a third 
party would be lower, and 
marketing of the huts could be 
combined with other attractions, 
there could be strong interest in 


managing them. A new operator 
would be responsible for the day 
to day management of the beach 
huts, including cleaning, and 
would be able to vary the hire 
cost throughout the year. The 
council would retain control over 
the maximum rental charges, 
opening hours, and conditions of 
use. 

Regional Conservative AM 
Andrew RT Davies said 233 
bookings since last Easter 
represented “poor management”. 

He went on: “This white 
elephant of an investment was 
heralded by the Labour-run 
council as the saviour of the 
Island, with one cabinet member 
believing the rental income from 
the beach huts would be enough 
to increase the vitality of the 
island and secure its future 
regeneration. 

“However, with poor booking 
numbers and the huts generating 
a loss to the taxpayer of £250, the 
idea these huts would generate 
vast income to benefit the 
island - acting as some sort of 
silver bullet for the island - has 
been proved simply incorrect as 
many local businesses predicted 


at the time.” He added that the 
council should focus on local 
businesses to ensure a prosperous 
long-term future. 

Barry resident Jonathan 
Osborne contacted The GEM to 
suggest there was another way 
the council could get value for 
money from the huts. 

He said: “The council is 
hoping to place the beach huts out 
to tender, parcelling them 
together in a package with the 
other activities on the Prom, 
which is bound to narrow interest 
from the private sector. 

“Is there really a need to be 
rushing this decision through? 
Why not keep them running as 
they are and let schools and 
community groups use the empty 
ones for free? 

“At least the taxpayer will get 
some value from this, instead of 
some commercial organisation 
profiteering off the back of us 
taxpayers.”

Food For Thought... 


Eating out with children 

- AN EXPERT ADVISES 


E ATING out with kids - is it all too 
much of a hassle? Lisa Salmon of 
the Press Association has some 
useful tips... 

When you take the kids out for a meal, you’re a 
lucky - and unusual - parent if they plump for a 
dish other than the standard favourites of either 
chicken nuggets and chips or pizza. 

Research suggests that two thirds of children 
always order the same thing in restaurants - 
behaviour unwittingly fuelled by their parents, as 
more than a third (37 per cent) of mums and dads 
admit to ‘habit eating’ by ordering the same meal 
when dining out. 

The research, by the Japanese restaurant chain 
YO! Sushi, found that the top five meal choices for 
primary school-age children are, unsurprisingly: 

1. Chicken Nuggets and Chips. 

2. Pizza. 

3. Pasta. 

4. Fish and Chips. 

5. Burgers. 

But more than two thirds of parents admit they'd 
like their child to have a broader food repertoire 
and be more adventurous with what they eat. 

Clinical psychologist Dr Gillian Harris of 
Birmingham University, an expert in food refusal in 
children, points out that children like chicken 
nuggets and chips because the meal tends to look 
the same every time, with a manageable texture, 
while pizza is often seen as a treat food. 

“If something is slightly restricted or is deemed a 
grown-up food, kids are more likely to eat it,” she 
says. 

“Parents have a tendency to go out and order the 
same thing in restaurants. They need to be a bit 
braver, to set their children a good example, so it’s 
more likely that they too will try something 
different.” 

However, even if parents do try to vary their 
own choices in restaurants, the research revealed 
that a quarter of them wouldn’t let their children try 
a new dish when eating out if they were unsure 
their child would like it, with 45 per cent stating

that they'd rather their kids chose something they’ll 
definitely eat. 

And this unwillingness to let children try new 
foods is reflected in many parents’ lack of 
persistence when it comes to introducing different 
foods at home. 

The survey revealed that if a child refuses a 
particular food, more than two thirds of parents 
would only sometimes try to introduce it again. 
Nearly half would only encourage a child to try a 
new food three to five times, and a third would just 
try once or twice before giving up. 

Dr Harris, who helps run the Birmingham Food 
Refusal Service, says: “Clinical research has shown 
that it can take up to 10 tastes for a new food to be 
accepted by a child. 

“I would recommend persevering with one or 
two foods at a time and remember that the second 
taste of a new food may be the hardest of all, as 
your child will have formed an opinion that they 
don’t like the food.” 

She says that genetic factors play a part in some 
children’s dislike of different tastes and food 
textures, explaining: “Mainly it's a sensory 
hypersensitivity which genetically predetermines 
children, although some will be more difficult than 
others. 

“It can be overcome to some extent, although a 
lot of the texture problems can’t.” 

But she warns: “If you threaten a child, stand in 
front of them and shout or make them sit there until 
they eat their food, you’ll just make it worse.” 

Dr Harris advises that the best way to get 
children to be adventurous with food is by getting 
them used to the sight and texture of different foods 
as early as possible - preferably within the first 
year of life. 

That way, they’ll see foods as ‘safe’, and are 
more likely to eat them. 

She says parents should give children what they 
want them to eat, rather than relying on jars of baby 
and toddler food, and stresses: “You’ve got to eat 
with the child - they should be watching you eat. 

“And if you want them to try something they 
don't normally try, don’t put a large plateful in front 
of them, but let them take it off your plate, let them 
taste it. 

“You've got to keep going with it - just half a 
teaspoon at a time, and the child will get used to it. 

Dr Harris and colleagues are running 
workshops around the country designed to help 
parents understand why their children refuse food.

The community of Cowbridge 
is now mainly based upon the 
elderly; this development will 
enable residents to downsize, to 
permit single-floor 
accommodation, eg bungalows, 
and will also permit young 
families to stay or return to the 
community. 

The Darren Farm development 
is about building a community. 
We expect our councils to deliver 
for the community, there is a lack 
of affordable/rented homes in 
rural areas, and people are being 
forced into expensive, private- 
rented accommodation, with poor 
quality homes - often 
overcrowded.

Brian’s Blast From The Past — 1994 


GEM columnist Brian Lee, who 
is celebrating half a century of 
reporting on the Welsh hunt¬ 
racing scene, takes a look at his 
press cuttings book for 1994 and 
under the heading ‘Cowbridge 
Farmer Makes Racing History - 
A special report by Brian Lee’, 
this is what he had to say in the 
Glamorgan GEM dated March 
31,1994. 

“Cowbridge farmer John Llewellyn 
rode his 269th point-to-point winner at the 
Carmarthenshire Hunt Steeplechases on 
Chibougama and has gone into second 
place in the all-time list of winning point- 
to-point riders. 

“Only Suffolk’s David Turner, who has 
ridden 343 winners, has ridden more than 
the Welsh maestro. The records will now 
show that the late Major Guy Cunard, 
who booted home 268 winners has been 
pushed back into third place. 

“Unlike David Turner, who had his 
own large string of horses to back him up, 
John has done it the hard way, riding for 
many different owners since he notched 
up his first win on Highland Myth at 
Llanharry, way back in 1967. 

“The farmhorse where he was born was 
on the site of the old Cowbridge 
Steeplechase course at Penllyn, which has 
seen the likes of the famed Anthony and 
Rees brothers, and some of his early 
successes were gained on the same course 
when it was used for point-to-point racing 
in the 1960s. 

Although he started riding in point-to- 
points at 16, amazingly he didn’t ride his 
first winner until he was 20. 

“However, he has a habit of making 
hunt-racing history and in 1982 he 
became the first Welshman to win the 
national riders’ championship outright, 
with a Welsh record for the season of 19 
winners. 

“John has won the Welsh title on a 
number of occasions. He has also ridden 
winners under Rules at racecourses like 
Newbury, Cheltenham, Sandown, 

Hereford and Chepstow. 

“It was at Chepstow in front of a large 
Welsh crowd that he gained a memorable 
win on Grenville Richards’ Fixed Price in 
the 1986 Land Rover Gentlemen’s 
Hunters Chase Final to become the first 
Welshman to win the race. 

“Four broken collarbones, a broken 
shoulder blade, hip and not to mention a 
wrist and various other ‘minor’ injuries. 

A well-known showjumping competitor, 
he is something of an expert with novice 
horses. After more than 30 years in the 


sport, he often finds himself competing 
against the sons of the fathers he was 
riding against in the 1960s and 70s. 

“He has seen a lot of changes in his 
time and says: “The standard of riding has 
improved, most racecourses are better laid 
out and there is more emphasis put on the 
safety of riders and horses.” 

“A credit to the sport in Wales, he was 
the recipient of a special award for his 
services to point-to-pointing at the sport’s 
annual dinner dance a couple of years 
ago.” 

For the record, John’s 270 winners 
have now been passed by four other male 
riders, none of them Welsh. 

And under the heading ‘Twenty-Five 
Year Career Is Over’ I reported: 
“Chepstow’s Richard Hambleton, one of 
the unsung heroes of point-to-point 
steeplechasing, has hung up his riding 
boots after more than 25 years in the 
saddle. Often outspoken, he has to coin a 
cliche, the heart of a lion. 

“Despite having teeth knocked out, 
both arms broken, shoulders smashed and 
various other injuries, he never lost his 
enthusiasm for the sport he loved. 

“Even when all the bones were 
smashed in his face after a dreadful car 
accident it didn’t stop him riding. 

“He never rode many winners, the 
highlight of his race riding career perhaps 
being a double at the Curre, Howick in 
1980 on Late Guest and Flying Boy. I 
will always associate him with the inaptly 
named Gracious Lady which the 
formbook claimed was a ‘highly 
unsatisfactory ride and a waste of time for 
racing’. 

“In 1975 he not only trained her to win 
two races, but rode her as well! The 
jockeys’ changing tent will never seem 
quite the same ever again.” 

Tim Jones of Rudry has won the Welsh 
point-to-point riders’ championship for the 
third time. 

Jones, who rode 16 winners plus a 
winner under rules, previously landed the 
title in 1988 and 1990. Jones’ 16 wins 
between-the-flags were gained on 15 
different horses. 

A former Welsh junior international 
show-jumper, Jones is one of around 40 
riders to have ridden more than 100 point- 
to-point winners. 

He rode his first winner in 1984 at the 
Llangeinor Hunt Steeplechases, the 
meeting where 12 years earlier his father 
Lloyd Jones had been killed in a race 
riding accicent. 

In 1985 Jones rode five winners as well 
as his first under rules on Japling at 
Newton Abbot, and in 1986 he chalked-up 
seven wins before going on to win the 


Massey Ferguson Maiden Hunter Chase 
Championship at Worcester on John 
Parfitt’s Tarville. 

One of those successes was gained on a 
horse which was to become Wales’ most 
famous steeplechaser - Sirrell Griffiths’ 
1990 Cheltenham Gold Cup winner 
Norton’s Coin. 

Jones won the Ystrad Maiden on 
Norton’s Coin that season and also 
partnered the Welsh wonder horse to his 
first success on a racecourse proper when 
they landed the Spartan Hunter Chase at 
Chepstow in 1988. 

The previous season Jones had booted 
home nine winners and he doubled that 
score in 1988, which was the year 
Cowbridge’s John Llewellyn set a Welsh 
record of 20 wins. 

In 1989, Jones rode 16 winers and in 
1990 he managed to equal his personal 
best of 18 wins. The highlight of his 
riding career to date came at the end of 
that season at the Cheltenham Hunters 
Evening Meeting when he scored a 
brilliant double with Rectory Boy in the 
Bellstaff Novices Hunter Chase and 
Sweet Rascal in the Champagne Piper 
Heidsiek United Hunts’ Challenge Cup. 

In fact, Jones has ridden the winner of 
the latter race on three occasions. 

Jones used to ride for Peter Bowen, but 
the Dyfed livery yard trainer vowed that 
he wouldn’t ride for him again after last 
season’s sensational three-horse open race 
at the Gelligaer Farmers, when the 
Bowen-trained Brunico, ridden by Ron 
Trellogen, Zephyr Nights, ridden by Tim 
Jones, and AlfMaraba, partnered by 
Robert Rowsell, were involved in a farcial 
‘race’ that took nine minutes and 36 
seconds. 

Jones also won the Bill Jones Memorial 
Trophy for the leading rider in the south 
Wales area. 

Jones’ younger sister Pip, was going 
great guns for the women's amateur 
riders’ title until a schooling accident put 
her on the sidelines. 

The Vale’s Willie Pugh won the novice 
rider award and the Elfin David 
Memorial Trophy went to Shan Farr’s 
Charlotte Lane and Dillwyn Thomas’ 
Daisy Miller equal-first.

Wales can make 
it five in a row 
against France 

F EW eyebrows were expected to be raised with 

Tuesday’s announcement of the Wales team to face 
Grand Slam-chasing France at Cardiff’s Principality 
Stadium on Friday (kick-off 8.05pm). 

Lingering fitness doubts over two or three key players may 
have delayed head coach Warren Gatland naming a near- 
unchanged team from the 27-23 win over Scotland - with only 
the make-up of the back row likely to have entailed any serious 
head scratching - but even that arch Kiwi tactician was hardly 
likely to drop a selection bombshell at this stage in the Six 
Nations. 

Not surprisingly, then, given the physical threat posed by the 
juggernaut French pack, and crucial need to dominate the 
breakdown, Dan Lydiate rejoins skipper Sam Warburton and 
Taulupe Faletau in the now familiar back row, with unlucky 
Justin Tipuric having to return to the replacements bench. 

Bradley Davies coming into the second row in place of the 
injured Luke Charteris will add grunt to the Welsh eight and the 
only other, not unexpected, change is the return of Alex Cuthbert 
on the wing, in place of Blues team mate Tom James.
